The immediate agent assigned to Clarksdale' finds it necessary to 
travel from Oxford to this territory every day, which I an sure 
would more than offset any expense than keeping at least two agents 
in town to handle the immediate Delta area. 

I am a great supporter of the FBI and believe that their experience 
and "know-how” are most valuable, but their advice and immediate 
attention demands that they be much closer than Memphis and Oxford. 

It is possible that I may be wrong to some extent, but I think that 
two FBI agents who covered the burglary were from Oxford and either 
four or six were from Memphis. Since you know the distance from 
either of these two points you know that we are not adequately pro¬ 
tected by these agents. It worries me constantly about our branches 
In the small towns in which we happ’en to have our branch banks, such 
as Friars Point, Jonestown, Lula, Sledge, Lambert-and Tutwiler. As 
it takes an FBI agent two hours to get from his own station to any 
of these locations, it Is practically useless, as we have, in my 
opinion, very fine local law 1 , enforcement officers who are able to 
take fingerprints, etc. but.who are prevented by regulations to touch 
anything until the FBI agents appear on the scene. 

I am asking you, a? a personal favor, to see that an FBI office is 
opened again in Clarksdale so that an agent would be available within 
a very short time after any bank robbery, or other Federal offense. 

I know that with the coope rati on^oif^S enator Stennls and Jamie Litton 
that this can be done .if enoug h pressure Ls put "ori _££ erFBYr~ , ~Frankly,- 
we are worried more than I can tell you concerning the branches we. 
have in the surrounding small towns as their police force is completely 
Inadequate, and we have no protection from these law enforcement officers. 
We have installed every device, known to man to stop # such holdups, robberies, 
burglaries, etc. but without immediate attention from experts we feel like 
we are left in a bad situation.
